Gettysburg college’s 24-year old Robert Weidensall Hall, 
now generally known as the Student Christian association 
building on the campus, North Washington street, was 
gutted by dames within two hours this morning. Only the 
walls, the huge columns in the front and rear of the struc­ 
ture, and several dormer windows remained standing early 
this afternoon. The loss was estimated at $100,000 by college 
officials. 
Origin of the blaze remained a mystery. The belief pre­ 
vailed, however that defective wiring was the cause of the 
conflagration although this has not been definitely de­ 
termined. 
t he flames were discovered by Mrs. Mabel Phelps, hostess 
and dietician of the Women’s Division at Huber Hall who 
saw wisps of smoke seeping through a third floor window 
and telephoned the Gettysburg Fire company. 
Flames Engulf Third Floor 
When the firemen arrived the third floor was a mass of 
flames and dense smoke poured from windows and stair­ 
cases. 
Firemen opened two streams of water, rushing to the third 
floor with one and pouring tile second on the north wall of 
the structure. Smoke hindered the firemen considerably and 
flames retarded their progress. 
The conflagration had gained such headway before it was 
discovered at 10:35 o’clock this morning that firemen feared 
the structure was doomed. 
Long. searing tongues of flames licked at partitions on 
the third floor and rafters below the roof with such rapidity 
t lug. Iii umioi had diflic.ulty -combatting them. More streams

The water pressure soon dwindled and firemen called the 
Gettysburg Water company to help boost the water flow. 
Firemen then tapped the swimming pool in the basement, or 
ground-level floor of the burning building, for more water. 
More than IOO students responded to the first alarm and 
gave fullest cooperation. While firemen battled to conquer 
the blaze students defied smoke and flames and water to carry 
furnishings from the building. 
Students Save Furnishings 
Huge steel files, heavy davenports, overstuffed chairs, desks 
and steel swivel chairs were carried down the long front and 
rear steps of the building and spread all over the campus. 
Other students guarded the poperty and removed some to 
further safety from spreading sparks. 
Many photographers, crashed police lines to take “shots” 
of the devastating blaze. 
Hundreds of town people flocked to the scene of the fire. 
Students first attempted to check the flames with hand 
f him, but his trailer jack-knifed operated fire extinguishers but heat and smoke soon drove

No other college buildings were endangered by the fire, the 
SCA building being some distance from other structures. 
Police Control Crowd 
Firemen and college students who were aiding them were 
forced to pull two lines of hose through the front entrance 
and out of the building when the front cornice and the tali 
pillars threatened to collapse and block the doorway. Other 
firemen in fronf of the building were forced to yell to them 
several times to tell them of their danger. 
Burning brands were carried by the wind across the 
campus toward Carlisle street, and showers of burning wood 
and paper fell on firemen in front of the building, along with 
the spray from the streams of water. As cornices fell to the 
ground with loud crashes streams of water were diverted to 
put out this flaming wreckage. 
Borough police strung ropes and established fire lines to 
keep the large crowd of spectators back from too close an 
approach to the building, fearing that the brick walls, weak­ 
ened by the beat >>"d names, might collapse.

started in the room occupied by Donald Beal.

Trick With The Plugs 
What to do whet; you’ve stripped 
the threads of a spark plug hole 
In an aluminum cylinder need not 
be such a problem.

Had he merely held the throttle 
fairly well open the engine would 
have passed through its period of 
hesitation and the overchoked con­ 
dition would have passed. Then, be­ 
cause the owner had lost so much 
time trying to start he clashed 
through the gears and pressed the 
engine into immediate service while 
it was still cold. 
Warnings In Advance 
Should you use alcohol as an anti­ 
freeze this coming winter, and ac­ 
cidentally spill it over any of the 
car's finish, the next step is to 
pour plenty of cold water over the 
finish immediately.
